• During the hunt for the men who 
attempted to rob the bank at Red- 
water, near here, in February, Mc- 
Duffie led a posse as it combed the 
region surrounding the little Bowie 
county town in a vain attempt to 
trap the robbers. 


First information that his brother 


had been shot reached W. N. McDuf- 
fie in Toxarkana at 9:10 p. m. Tues- 
day when a reporter telephoned him. 
A message stating that the ranger had 
died reached the brother here 10 
minutes later. 


News of the tragedy was kept from 


Mrs. McDuffie at New Boston until 
after it became definitely determined 
that ho had died from the bullet 
wounds.

Council and Mayor Decide 


Not to Involve City's 


Credit for Present 


FINANCIAL PROBLEM 


Mayor Vesey Holds City 


Owes $30,000 with Rev- 
enues of Only $16,000 


The City of Hope went on record 


Tuesday night as refusing to commit 
itself to the purchase of a National 
Guard armory site until it is definitely 
known when the state bonds for the 
armory building can be sold. 


New information to Mayor John 


Vescy and the city council at their 
meeting Tuesday night revealed that 
while the state originally planned to 
sell the armory bonds July 1, it had 
not been able to; and the bonds can 
not be sold before October 1 at the 
earliest, and possibly not until the 
first of next year. 


Alderman R. L. Gosnell, of the 


Armory Site Committee, had intro- 
duced a resolution calling for an op- 
tion contract on the W. O. W. and 
Mrs. Dell Denty properties near the 
city hall, which site had been selected 
by Adjutant General E. L. Compere 
and others who inspected possible 
armory properties here last month. 
Mr. Gosnell later waived the resolu- 
tion and the council voted unanimous.- 
ly to suspend further action until the 
state bond situation is cleared up. 


The City's Position 


It was Mayor Vesey who described 


the situation in which 
the 
council 


found itself, wishing to obtain a state 
building the entire city wanted but 
uncertain when the state would be 
able to discharge its contract, and 
meanwhile faced with a municipal fi- 
nancial problem of large proporti 


Tine mayor introduced two letters, 


which he read and filed with Alder- 
man W. A. Lewis, recorder pro tern. 
The first was a letter dated July 1, 
written by Charles S. Garrett, assist- 
ant adjutant general, in which the 
National Guard 
second-in-command 


said that "a 60-day delay on the arm- 
ory site will not jeopardize Hope's 
chances of getting this building." The 
state bonds might be sold at a later 
date than originally planned, he wrote 
the mayor. 


The second letter read by Mr. Vesey 


was from Governor Parnell. The gov- 
ernor declared the armory bonds could 
not be sold before October 1 at the 
earliest. 


Mayor Vesey added to these letters 


a report of a conversation by Dr. Don 
Smith of the council and himself with 
Adjutant General Compere at Little 
Rock recently, in which the adjutant 
general said no city had actually 
bought property to give to the state 
for armory purposes as yet. 


Mayor's Statement 


Urging that Hope proceed cautious- 


ly in extending its credit at a time 
when all private business is contract- 
ing it, Mayor Vesey told the council: 


"If we take an option on this prop- 


erty now we will have pledged the 
city's credit to the extent of $3,500— 
although we already have an unbal- 
anced budget.

wide public realization of that fact. If the federal govern-
